SENATOR NELSON: As I said, my amendment is not printed in the
Journal. And what this would do would be t o a ppropriate
$577,843 to the General Fund for use of a juvenile detention
facility at the Kearney Youth Development Center. This i s a
major pr ob l em i n o u r st at e , a problem that we will have to face
sooner or later. It will get worse instead of better. I n m y
amendment, it was printed for funding for one year only. I wi l l
tell the body right now I plan to withdraw this amendment but I
want this on the record. It is a potential problem i n c en t r a l
Nebraska, southeast Nebraska, Wayne, Nebraska and the counties
around there. I think 11 other counties have formed a regiona l
detention center for holdover of youths that cannot be put in
adult jails. Nebraska has been participating in this act and if
we don't come into compliance.. .we a re ab o ut 8 0 p e r ce n t in
compliance no w. The biggest problem is in the Omaha-Sarpy
C ounty a r ea . And so f o r 19 8 9 w e a r e receiving the money f rom
this fund. Iowa has a lawsuit; Washington State a lawsuit,and
the problem is the sheriffs have no place to take. . .could I ge t
a gavel , p l e a se .
